Roast Hann.—Lady Llanover gives the following very 
explicit instructions for preparing this dish in the West faphion, 
Hares in general when roasted have black heads, ears burnt to 
tinder, and the top of the shoulders, and very often the whole 
body, scorched and dried up. ‘The proper way to roast a hare 
is first of all to soak it in several waters for an hour and a half, 
(having got rid of all the blood from the neck by cutting the 
neck-string, and pouring warm water over the maision); the 
hare must then be well dried, and a piece of paper saturated 
with liquid fat put all over the head and neck, under which 
there must be as much pure fat as can be tied on under the 

aper. Lay slices of cold boiled pork or bacon all over the 
babe: which should also bo covered with oiled paper for the 
first three-quarters of an hour. ‘The paper can afterwards be 
taken off, and the bacon also, when nearly done, to finish the 
roasting ; brown it and froth it. ‘The thare must also be con- 
tinually well basted. ‘The art in roasting a hare is to prevent 
its being dry, and yet to have it brown and well frothed at the 
last. It will take from one to two hours, according to size; 
it should be tied upon a spit with skewers and roasted horiaon~ 
tally. Spits should nover bo put ¢rough anything where it can 
be possibly avoided. 

Game on Pounrry iw Aspic Jetiy.—Tako the remains of 
game or poultry; some boiled eggs, and aspic jelly. Pour 
some clear aspic jelly at the bottom of a mould; then put in a 
layer of the whites of eggs boiled hard; then more jelly; and 
when sot, place in the remains of game, poultry, or, in fact, 
anything you prefer. Fill the mould with the jelly, and set it 
in a cold place, or in ice. When ready to serve, hold a cloth. 
over the mould, previously dipped into boiling water, put the- 
dish you intend to serve if on over the moutd, and turn the 
jelly quickly out. 

AtmMonpd Biuanomanar.—Tuake half a pound of sweet almonds, 
and ten bitter almonds; blanch them, and pound them ina 
Melt a pound of sugar in four 
tumblers of milk, and in it boil the pounded almonds, flavour- 
ing with vanilla. Strain the whole through a piece of coarse 
muslin ; and, while the ingredients aro ‘still hot, stir into them 
half an ounce of isinglass, previously dissolved in boilin 
water, and then strained. ‘Then put the wholo into a mould, 
which must remain twenty-four hours in a cold plate, or six 
hours on ice, before turning the blancmange out of the mould, 


Borrey Rice Cake with Wine.—Rinse half a pound of rice, 
and boil it gently in a little water. Before the rice is quite 
soft, tuke it off the fire, and drain the water away from it. ‘Then 
add halfa pint of sherry or madeira, half a pint of water, six 
ounces of pounded lump-sugar, the juice of a lemon, and its 
rind minced as fine as possible, Set it on the fire again, and 
let it simmer until the rice is thoroughly cooked, Butter the 
inside of a mould, and rinse it slightly with white wine. When 
the rice has cooled so as to be rather more than tepid, pour it into 
the mould, and let it stand all night to get firm. Do not turn 
it out until just beforo it is wanted, when you will ornament it 
tastily with variously coloured candied fruits,-—-such as angelica, 
citron, and orange-peel, cut into narrow strips, preserved, 
cherries and strawberries whole, crystallised apricots, &c.

one tablespoonful of well-drained capers, one tablespoonful of 
chopped gherkins, ono hard-boiled egg chopped fine, two table- 
spoonfuls of chopped chervil, one tablespoonful of chopped 
tarragon, and twenty turned olives. Season with salt, pepper, 
oil, and vinegar. Mix, put the whole into a salad bow), and’ 
lay two dozen freshly opened oysters on the top.

off for bottling. Pour it through a strainer into the bottles, 
add to each quart of liquor thirty drops af brandy, Cork the, 
bottles very closely, 

Another way : One peck of mushrooms; half a pound of salts: 
half an ounce of black pepper; a quarter of an ounce of all-. 
spice ; half an ounce of ginger, and two blades of mace to every; 
quart of Hiquor. Break the mushrooma into a Jargo earthen, 
pan, strew over them half a pound of salt; place thera in a cookt 
oven all night.

High Lite and General Gossiy. 


On Saturday last at Cardiff tho festivities in connection 
with the coming of ago of the Marquis of Bute were com= 
menced in grand style. The streets were decked out with 
dresses of green, and from house to house hung festoons 
of flags and flowers. ‘Triumphal arches, designed with 
surpassing beauty, spanned the roadways at the principal 
entrances to the town. Banners were planted upon many 
a lofty building ; lines of streamers flowed from roof to 
roof, upon the shipping in the docks, and from the old 
church towers; devices in illuminated work, rich with the 
glitter of bright colours, and blazoning forth the glories 
of the House of Bute, flashed upon the gaze in eyery 
direction ; whilo fantastic designs, of grotesque quaint- 
ness, startled the eye with the abruptness of the contrast 
which they afforded to the rest of the decorations.

During her husband'y lifetime she built a 
house and laid all tho stones, sand, and lime; and fop 
fouricen years of his life sho transacted all hig business, 
When her husband died she was left in pecuniary ro. 
sponsibilities to tho amount of £100, which sho has been 
able to discharge with the exception of about £40, Sho 
was the second wife of her late husband, and when sho 
married him he had four sons, two of whom diod when 
they were twenty-four years of age, and she nursed and 
tended them in their illnesses. She also took her hug. 
band’s first wife’s father and mother, and nearly gyy. 
ported them, and buried pam, wage they. died , and tho 
a8 now an aged sister of her husband's w hom sho 
entirely maintains, her aged proteye, now in her eighty-~ 
first year, declaring that sho would sooner dio than 
receive relief from the Union, Mrs. Preston is & native 
of Scarborough, and daughter of tho late Mr. John 
Head, of that’ place, blacksmith.

They 
are hawked about in carts, and sold for 1 sou and 2 sous, 
or }d. and 1d, Even the famous Montreuil peach can this 
yoar be purchased for 2 ow strangers know anything 
about Montreuil, although near Paris, Y4 produces many 
hundreds of thousands of francs yearly by carefully-culti- 
vated fruits, and moro especially peaches. The soil at 
Montreuil, being cut up Into a great variety of divisions, 
presents, it is true, a not vory Picturesque aspect, but at 
the samo time one of the most singular character. In 
whatever direction you cast your eye you perceive nothing 
but long rows of trelliswork, from which it may be readily 
inferred what an enormous quantity of fruit can be pro- 
duced in this comparatively limited locality, In the com- 
muno of Montreuil there are about 500 cultivators who 
livo entirely on tho production of peaches, each of these 
men sending to market 1,000 daily during a period of 
from six weeks to two months, The pricg at which this 
fruit is sold varies very much, the bost kinds being in 
ordinary seasons from Ifr, 60c, (1, 83d.) to 8fr. each,

Tuink or Mz.—-We would advise Catharine Armstrong to 
be contented with being a musician, <A. poetess she is not likely 
to become, All we can say for the words of this composition 
of her’s is that they are not so bad as some which we receive for 
notice. ‘hey are, however, quite devoid of poetry, and anything 
but clearly expressed. We are unable, for instance, to make 
out whose passion it was “that never could rove,” whether that 
of the person to whom the song is addressed or of the individual 
by whom the song is supposed to be sung. Moreover, some of 
the lines are not of the same length as those with which they 
rhyme. Of the music we are glad to be able to spoak mora 
favourably, It is correctly written, and the style is good.

“Exeter Hall Magazine.’ (Metzler and Co., 87, Great

Exeren Harr, Magazine ror Avaust.—Whilst this peri. 
odical keeps up to its original mark in respect’ to the very 
superior quality of its musical contents, its engraving and paper, 
it has discontinued its pictorial frontispicce, and so ceased to ba 
what it was first known as, an illustrated magazine of sacred 
music, For our own part wo care little for such embellish» 
ment, but we think it a bad sign when a publishey alters with. 
out improving the charactor of a publication, It shows un- 
mistukably that there is dissatisfaction somewhere, oither in 
the publisher’s own mind or in the public 4s ‘The Angust number 
of this capital magazine contains “ Lhe White Dove,’ poetry 
by Frederika Bremer, music by H. Smart > “ Ourschmann’s € Sj 
progo o Madre,’ ” by Saville Stone; “ Hvoning Hymn,” poetry 
by Adelaide Proctor, music by G. JA; Macfarren ; “ Creator!

“Sunday Evenings at the Harmonium,” 
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Che Daly's Own Layer. 
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itn contest in which many ladies haye joined to obtain 
tho right of yoting, has resulted in their present defeat, 
as indoed the more intelligent of them must have foreseen 
from the first it would do; and doubtless they looked 
upon the attempt to get their names placed on the register 
as but tho beginning of the agitation that it is their inten- 
tion to sustain upon the question, Itis not the duty of 
tho revising barrister in his official capacity to express any 
opinion or exercise his private judgment on tho question 
of the female franchise ; it is his province to act up to the 
lotter of the law, not to pronounce uponits justice; and thore 
can of course be no doubt in the mind of any impartial 
reader as to the meaning the Legislature attached to the 
word ‘‘ man” in passing tho Reform Bill. Hence, tho 
most ardent reformer cannot fairly quarrel with the 
revising barristers in tho steps thoy have taken, even 
though they are not such as she might haye wished. The 
rovising barrister for Westminster has decided that ladies 
have no right to have their names placed upon the parlia- 
mentary register. Putting aside the language of a former 
Act of Parliament, which declared that in all futuro 
statutes the term ‘‘man” should be construed as referring 
to both sexes unless the contrary was stated, the barrister 
dealt rather with tho intention of the Legislature with 
respect to the enfranchisoment of women. He recalled 
the fact that when Mr. Mill proposed to substitute the 
word ‘* person.” for ‘*man” in the enfranchising clauses 
of the Reform Act, the House of Commons rejected tho 
proposition by a large majority, Clearly, therefore, he 
id Parliament did pot mtend women to haye votes, 
‘The namo of one Hannah Bainbridgo had been inserted in 
the overseers! list of voters for the parish of St. Ann’s, and 
it was ordered to be expunged. In Mid-Surrey the 
revising barrister gave a similar decision, <A case for the 
decision of a superior eourt was granted, In Lambeth 
tho claim of a lady was disposed of by the revising bar- 
ristor morely saying that he should take no notice of it, 
At Manchester, whero 5,750 women hayo mado claims to 
bo put upon tho list, the revising barrister, after hearing 
arguments pro and con, said he would consider the argu- 
ments and the Acts of Parliament that had been referred 
to. The quastion was an important one, and he would 
give his decision on Tuesday morning. This ho did, by 
striking off the names of fomale claimants, granting how- 
ever a caso for appeal. If the Legislature intended to 
qualify women ay voters, it would, he held, have done it 
in oxpress terms, and not have left it doubtful, At OGam- 
bridge the namos of all the ladies who had been put 
upon the list by the overseers were expunged. ‘tho 
rovision of tho Essox list of yoters commenced on Monday, 
At Braintree the overseer had placed several fomales on 
tho list, but the barrister struck them all out, after a 
slight attempt had been mado by one of the election agonts 
to sustain them, and told the officor that if ho put them 
on again next year he should not allow his exponses. 


Tire great Momorial Cross, in honour of ‘‘ Albort tho 
Good,” the most elaborate and beautiful in ita details that 
has yet been erected to the memory of any one individual, 
however illustrious, is fast approaching its completion as 
to structure. Before Christmas a great part of the heavy 
scaffolding will bo removed; before this time next year 
al the gilding will be completed, and all the timbor-work 
taken away. Jn fact, as an edifice, it may bo said to be 
completa even now. It is only its adornments of 
statuary, of gilding, of colour, and of mosaics that remain 
to be finished. Tho groups of statuary will take a long 
time, no doubt, and, unless a little gentle pressure of 
public opinion is brought to bear upon the subject, may 
take much longer than is actually required. It is said 
that the blocks of marble for some of the great groups 
have not even yet been purchased, and, if this is g0, somo 
three years must yet elapse before the Prince Consort's 
Memorial stands out in all its finished beauty, unrivalled 
ofits kind by any other memorial cross in the world. It 
is almost needless now to enter into the history of this 
groat shrine, Itis raised almost enticely from voluntary 
contributions made in honour of the memory of the 
Prince who was so suddonly taken from us. . While the 
subscriptions were still flowing in, the terrible disaster of 
tho Hartley Colliory occurred, and turned tho great tide 
of public benevolence to those who were loft destitute by 
that catastrophe. Novoertheless, more than £60,000 was 
raised, ‘Tho estimated cost of the Memorial, so beauti- 
fully designed by Mr. Gilbert Scott, was £100,000, and 
when the subscriptions closed Her Majesty undertook to 
defray ont of her own purse the £80,000 or £40,000 
deficient. Since then much has been added to the details 
of tho design, so that the cost of the whole is likely to be 
about £130,000, of which sum the Queen will herself 
pay at least half, The contract for the works was in- 
trusted to Mr, Kelk, M.P., for £100,000, exclusive of all 
sculpture, of course; and beyond the honour and credit 
of having most perfectly finished the work intrusted to 
him, Mr, Kell will not make a single penny profit, In 
fact, very few have entered into it with the least idea of 
profit, and designer, contractor, and artists aro alike 
content apparently with the honour of contributing to its 
erestion, ‘he cost of the sculpture will be very great, 

but the oxpenso of theso magnificent groups will, as we 
haye said, be defrayed from another source, Tho 


Memorial stands as nearly as possible in the centre of the 
site of the old Crystal Palace of 1851, it faces the site of 
the building of 1862, and is almost full in front of the 
Tall of Arts and Sciences which is now being reared as 
another and more utilitarian memorial to the genius, 
attainments, and enlightenment of the great Prince. The 
Memorial may bo called a Gothic canopy, partaking 
somewhat, in the richness of its colour, decorations, and 
mosaics, of the Renaissance Gothic style.

Tue Cromwritt Suor.—The introduction of short 
dresses, has doubtless caused additional attention to bo 
paid to ladies’ boots and shoes, both as’ to elegance of 
design and perfection of finish ; and one of the prettiest of 
the many pretty shoes we have seen—one that has already 
become a special favourite at croquet and garden parties, 
and is. likely to become still’ more popular—is the 
“Cromwell,” of which we append a model. Our artist 


sketched this from a shoe supplied to us by Mr. Norman, 
the well-known maker, of Oaklevsntroct Westminster 
Bridge-road; and our readers will be able to judge from 
it of the general appearance of this favourite out-door shoo 
of the season, The ‘ Cromwell” is made of several ma- 
terials, principally dressed calfskin of various colours, or 
for winter wear of Russian leather, with cork soles.

Scort’s Parent Brarpina NEEpie.—We have received 
from Mr. A, I’, Stalman-Cole, of 151, Great Portland- 
street, W., a specimen of this useful invention, for which 
he is the wholesale agent; and many of our readers will, 
we feel sure, thank us for introducing it to their notice, 
All who have had much experience at fancy work know 
only too well the trouble of using an ordinary needle if 
threaded with coarse silk, fancy cord, or braid. Not 
only is it difficult to obtain needles with eyes adapted to 
carry such materials, but even if obtained, they are of 
little practical use, owing to the strain that is requisite 
to carry needles thus threaded, with tho cord necessarily 
double at the eye, through any thick fabric; nor would 
it often be desirable to employ them even if practicable, 
in consequenco of the unsightly gaps that would be mado 
by thom. Mr. Scott?s needle entirely obviates these 
diffieultics, Instead of being pierced with an eye, it is 
cylindrical at the head, and the braid or cord is inserted 
in it and secured. By this means the cord is, of course, 
only singlo at tho head, and can easily be drawn through 
after the needle. ‘The principle is so exceedingly simple 
that one is surprised—as with many another useful in- 
vention—it should not baye been thought of long ago. 
To expatiate further on its advantages is of course un- 
necessary with ladies; suffice it to say, that whereas 
braid or cord, ribbon or velvet, has hitherto been sewn on, 
it can, by tho use of this invention, be worked into tho 
material with equal facility. 


Inisu Lace.,—Woe haye also received from Mr. Stalman- 
Cole, specimens of Irish lace of great beauty and finish, 
We might particulariso, as specially worthy of notice, a 
‘act of elegant apron trimmings which would look charming 
on the pretty, coquettish, pocketed little aprons that 
fashion has once more brought into yogue. 6 would 
also mention a dainty cravat, formed on rather a novel, 
and certainly a useful principlo—tho neck-band is mado of 
velvot, lined, to ensure warmth, while the ends aro of 
Irish lace. Speaking of lace, we are reminded of tho 
pretty legend as to its modern invention, which may bo 
received cum grano salis, In the middle of the 16th 
century there lived in the Saxon Erzgebirge a noble lady, 
Barbara Uttmann by name, the wife of a rich mine- 
owner of the district, By birth she belonged to tho dis- 
tinguished Elterlein family of Nuremberg. Tho heart of 
this good woman was dovoted to the interests of tho 
peo of the rough, barren, mountain region where lay her 
1usband’s property, who were reduced at this time to 
great straits by the decline of the mining business which 
had furnished their chief support. The culture of their 
sterile soil was wasted labour ; and utter hopeless poverty 
was creeping over the once comparatively thriving com- 
munity. In this state of things the kind soul of Barbara 
Uttmann was incessantly ‘veyolving plans for the relief of 
these wretched people, One day accidentally entering an 
old shaft which had been recently re-opened, her eye was 
caught by a long stretch of ancient Spider webs, of fan- 
tastic and complex patterns, glimmering against the moist 
-wall in the early sunlight which fell into the aperture, 
An inyentive thought fell, at tho samo instant, like an 
inward ray, into the brain of this daughter of Nuremberg, 
‘With the prophetic eyo of taste, and with the woman's 
eye, we may add, sho saw in the delicate product of tho 
inseet-waaver the suggestion of a charming addition to the 
cumbrous vichness of medicoval attire, and already beheld 
in fancy the airy wob relieving tho gorgeous brocades and 
-damasks in which the patrician famnilies of her native city 
delighted to array their goodly persons, ‘* Why cannot 
human hands” thought ghe, ‘‘do what the spiders hayo 
.done’” She mused and mased. Day after day she re- 
turned to the old shaft to study the work of her little 
teachor, and then experimented’ at home. The result. in 
due time was the pillow and the bone, the simple but 
effective iraplements, not yot supplanted by modern im- 
provements, for the fabrication of lace by hand. She taught 
the art to the village maidens ; specimens of their work were 
carried to the fairs; the beautiful novelty at once caught 


_ able and permanent branch of industry, 
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the public taste, and the disheartened peasantry of the 
Erzgebirge found themselves in the possession of a profit- 
2 From them it 
spread into other countries, and hand, or thread or bone 
lace, as it is variously called, became thenceforth one of 
the chief birthrights of the industrious poor, It is plea- 
sant to know that from the date of its invention it has not 
ceased to be a flourishing business in the place of its birth, 
and that at the present timo it gives employment, in 
district alone, to not less than twenty thousand that 
people. Some fifty years sinco the grateful inhabitants 
erected in the churchyard of Annaberg, where Barbara 
Uttmann was buried, a monument to her memory. It 
represents her as sitting, the cushion on her lap, while an 
angel crowns her with a garland, and bears the Inscription, 
ae ts the year 1561 sho became, through the inyention of 
thread lace, the benefactress of the Erzgebirge,” 


Che Ladies’ Garden, 


Aurrovan the weather continues remarkably fine during the 

day, the cold north-east winds that have visited us, giving us 
an unmistakable warning night and morning that summer is 
on the wane, should be sufficient to induce all who care for their 
gardens not to delay in making preparation for the bleak autumn 
and winter. Outdoors, slipping operations should be vigorously 
yushed on to completion ; while all tender pot plants that have 
Tent their charms to the outdoor display of the past months 
should be carried to the greenhouse at once, Otherwise one of 
the sharp nights that come upon us go suddenly in autumn may 
80 injure them that they will take a long time to recoy er, if 
evor they do recover. 

Bedders should have every necessary attention to keep them 
in proper order. | If seeds are allowed to ripen, the plants will 
begin to decline in bloom, 80 remove them promptly, and serve 
a twofold purpose thereby. Take cuttings of geraniums in 
plenty, and to save further trouble, put them in pots or boxes 
as they are to remain for the winter, Use plenty of drainage, 
and a poor sandy compost Now, in order to cheak growth and 
harden the wood, Bedding plants struck in the open ground 
must be potted forthwith; in all cases a poor sandy soil and 
plenty of drainage must be used, especially if the plants are to 
be kept in pits or other places where they will be exposed to a 
low temperature during hard weather, “Take up all choice 
plants now that it is intended to keep through the winter and 
pot them. If left in the ground any longer, they will be likely 
to die after potting. j 

It would be well to pot up violets from the open ground, and 
plunge the pots in a sheltered place, watering very carefully, 
as they suffer much if the water be allowed to stagnate round 
them. Neapolitan violets may be kept during winter in a frame 
well protected in cold weather, or set in front of the greenhouse. 

From now to the middlo of November ig the time to dress 
flower gardens with dwarf evergreens, lear the beds of their 
decayed annuals, and of all other plants which have lost their

Roses budded this season require now to be looked over, the |

Roses struck 
from cuttings to be potted off as soon ag rooted into sixty-sized 
pots, and to be put on a gentle dung-heat, to promote the filling 
of the pots with roots. Prune pillar roses, 80 as to remove a 
moderate amount of both old and YOung wood ; that left, to be its 
fulllength, and at such regular distances that there will be good 
symmetrical heads next season. Short cuttings of chinas and 
perpetuals will root now in the open ground under glasses. 

Annuals to stand the winter to be sown now on poor hard 
ground, or in pane filled with Poor soil, Good sorts to sow at 
this season are @andytufts, Nemophilas, Collinsias, Escholtzias, 
Erysimum, Clarkias, Convolvulus minor, Godetia, Larkspur, 

upinus, Poppy, and Schizanthus, Yn thg greenhouse, or under 
a frame, mignonnette or intermediate and ten weeks stocks may 
be sown in quantity for turning ont early, as well as to grow 
for the conservatory. As £oon as the lants are up, great 
attention must be paid to giving aiy at al Yavousdbte times, to 
prevent the plants drawing up Weakly: water will also require 
to be judiciously applied, as the seedlings aro very liable to rot 
off if kept too moist. : 

The early stock of hyacinths to be bloomed in water indoors 
should now bo placed in their glasses, and stood in a dark 
cellar or cupboard, Care must be taken to keep the water up 
to the bottom of the bulb until the roots aro sufliciently 
developed. Change the water every two or threo weeks, 

Most plants in the dwelling-house now want a sort of pre- 
paration for the winter; they must he placed where the frost 
will not reach them a8 soon 48 the winter begins. In the 
meantime do not give water until the top surface is dry; when
